600 home subdivision 
plan facing planners

Despite claims that Ro¬ 
mulus’ lack of “rooftops” cost 
it a possible major mall opera¬ 
tion late last year, a political 
dispute could yet develop next 
month over plans to add 600 
more manufactured homes 
within the city. 

The development plan by 
Elro Corp. for 120 acres at 
Wayne and Ecorse will be on 
the city Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s agenda May 17 and then 
will be referred to the City 
Council with a favorable or un¬ 
favorable recommendation. 

The rumored dispute will 
reportedly center on two is¬ 
sues: (l)the need for more 


homesites in Romulus and (2) 
should those homes be manu¬ 
factured homes or “on-site” 
construction houses that in¬ 
clude basements etc? 

Richard A. Schoenherr of 
Elro Corp. revealed last week 
that the proposed subdivision 
would become known as The 
Reserve at Arrow Polnte. 

He cited the fact that Arrow 
Pointe would offer: 

♦ eye-appealing entrance 
ways 

•reforesting of trees on site 

•a state-of-the-art commu¬ 
nity center (complete with a 
nature exploration room) 

♦ options for homebuyers, 
who could add second floors or 
two-car garages to their 
houses. 


•a large detention pond 
•an outdoor pool 
Zoning changes for major 
portions of the 120 acres would 
need to be approved before 
any of the housing plans could 
be considered. 

Color renditions of the sub¬ 
division plans were shown at 
the Romulus Chamber of Com¬ 
merce luncheon on Tuesday 
and others were given to the 
Michigan Community News¬ 
papers for future use. 

The Elro company is the 
same Firm that created the 600 
unit Rudgate subdivision and 
is in the process of opening 
two “on-site” home subdivi¬ 
sions known as “The Farms” 
and “The Commons.” 


Husband charged with setting 
home on fire, fleeing police

An estranged husband 
failed to escape police Satur¬ 
day after he reportedly set his 
family’s Oak Brook home on 
fire - killing the family’s pet 
dog.

According to detectives, 
Boslet raised a commotion out- 
side and inside 15519 Oak 
Brook home Saturday, a day af¬ 
ter his wife filed for divorce. 

Neighbors called 9-1-1, 
when they spotted Boslet car¬ 
rying a gas can into the ranch 
home. 

Police charge that Boslet 
used an accelerant to ignite 
the fire that caused heavy fire 


and smoke damage. He almost 
fell victim to his own arson ef¬ 
fort, police said, as flames 
singed his -eye brows and 
clothing. 

When police began nearing 
the home, Boslet reportedly 
tried to flee in his car, but it hit 
a tree. 

The impact seriously dam¬ 
aged the front end of the car, 
but Boslet reportedly contin¬ 
ued in his escape plan — until 
the damaged car careened into 
a ditch and stalled.

The big- 
time drug dealer was putting up a major fight de¬ 
spite being handcuffed. The crowd gathering 
around the two policemen and Poochie grew bigger 
and bigger, and louder and louder, spurred on by the 
drug dealer’s intermittent screams of anguish and 
profanity laced shouts of police brutality. As the po¬ 
licemen were forcing Poochie into the squad car five 
shots rang out in semi-darkness. The situation had 
gotten out of hand. 

No, I am not retelling the latest episode of “Cops.” 
This was the real thing, and I, as an observer for the 
night, was caught in the midst of it My mission was 
to give readers insight into the life and times of a pa¬ 
trol cop. I expected the ride-along to consist of a cou¬ 
ple traffic citations, lots of patrolling and three or 
four donut stops. What I got was a death defying ex¬ 
perience that my host Sgt Todd, said was the worst 
situation he has ever faced as a policeman. 

The shooting incident began harmlessly. We were 
cruising main street when a call came over the radio 
that a patrolman decided to stop a car in a notorious¬ 
ly bad area of town. Todd was concerned out of the 
gate, because it wasn’t the department’s practice to 
make traffic citations in that drug infested area, so 
he decided to take a side street or two to the area in 
case the officer needed back-up. 

When we arrived on the scene all was peaceful. 
The officer issued a routine warning and then no¬ 
ticed, out of the comer of his eye, a recognizable 
felon wanted on a warrant was hanging with some 
friends on the street comer He and Tbdd decided to 
arrest Poochie John on the spot 

When the shots rang everyone ducked for cover- 
the cops, the shouting crowd, and myself. I was 
hanging around doing my observing thing, growing 
more frightened by the second as the crowd thick¬ 
ened and grew angrier. When the shots fired I 
ducked and dove for the of the squad car Tbdd, my 
host, dove for the ground, and miraculously with the 
radio in hand was able to call a “officer down” dis¬ 
tress signal. Within two minutes two back-up cars ar¬ 
rived. Within five minutes there were over twenty. 

Poochie John was whisked away to the police sta¬ 


tion in one car His 
16 year old brother 
Jeff was hand¬ 
cuffed and placed 
in my car Fbr the 
next twenty min¬ 
utes while Todd 
was explaining to a 
hysterical mother why her two sons were placed un¬ 
der arrest, I was seated with one, who was in no 
mood to carry on a friendly conversation. 

Finally after what seemed like an eternity, Tbdd, 
returned to the car, clearly shaken by the harrowing 
ordeal. By now dozens of officers and police dogs 
were combing the sealed off area looking for the gun¬ 
man. Although we didn’t stick around to see if he 
was caught I can only imagine it to be fruitless. The 
area other than for house lights was pitch black and 
would be very easy for anyone to slip in and out of. 
Fortunately the shots hit no one, but if luck weren’t 
on our side, could have easily felled one of the cops, 
or even me. 

When we got Jeff and Poochie back to the station, 
I could easily see it had been a busy night The book¬ 
ing room was full with handcuffed suspects, thus we 
had to temporarily house Jeff on a chair on the hall¬ 
way. When the contents of Poochie’s pockets were 
revealed we were amazed. T\venty to thirty rocks of 
crack cocaine and hundreds of dollars of cash was 
confiscated. Todd said typically you would expect to 
find three or four rocks, but this many was a big haul. 

The mundane Monday night patrol I expected 
was nothing but As we pulled our squad car out of 
the police station I suspected this would be an extra¬ 
ordinary night We immediately were called to an 
accident scene. It was non-injury so Tbdd allowed a 
subordinate to handle the details as we were called 
to a major department store a theft was in progress. 

Upon arrival the two shoplifters had been appre¬ 
hended. A knife from the store was found in their 
possession. They were taken to the police station 
and then on to the county jail A lull in calls seemed

“Will Plymouth-Canton stu¬ 
dents be asked to take the Pepsi 
Taste Test?” asks a Sound Off 
caller 

The caller had probably read 
in the Detroit News how dis¬ 
trict educrats, baffled how to stick 
within their multimillion-dollar 
budget, were considering allow¬ 
ing corporations to sponsor 
schools. 

“The Plymouth-Canton school 
corporate sponsorship plan ap¬ 
parently is the first of its kind in 
the nation,” wrote the News’ 
reporter. 

We’re trying to be proactive,” 
Judy Evola, the district’s PR of¬ 
ficer, told the News. 

But the caller raises a good 
point If Plymouth-Canton schools 
are put up for sale to the highest 
corporate bidder, then why not 
cut out the district’s pretenses to 
teaching traditional subjects and 
just test the kids on how well 
they’ve learned advertising jin¬ 
gles and slogans. 

Since students have been re¬ 
ferred to as “consumers” all dur¬ 
ing outgoing Superintendent 
Chuck Little’s five-year tenure, 



why not teach them how to con¬ 
sume? 

Having given up on the 
schools’ traditional functions - 
teaching facts and logic; instilling 
American civic virtue; shaping 
well-rounded characters; and 
maintaining community stan¬ 
dards - and replacing them with 
a smattering of superficial knowl¬ 
edge sugarcoated with New Age 
propaganda for free, the district 
might as well profit by selling out 

According to the News, the De¬ 
troit Tigers reaped $60 million for 
product placement rights atop the 
new baseball stadium. 

If so, why shouldn’t Oscar 
Weiiler pony up $1 million to 
sponsor the new half high school?

He has a problem with incontinence 
and try as I do to get the smell of urine out of the 
mattress, it has gone on too long. It’s sad that I 
couldn’t recognize the odor, but when you live with it, 
what can I say? We live on disability and a small 
pension. A new mattress and box spring will cost 
$400. It's a lot to request, but right now I don’t even 
have two nickels to rub together.

Winning your first three is a 
perfect way to begin a high 
school baseball season.

But coach Todd Duffield 
knows from experience that 
the bubble will, if it hasn’t by 
now, burst. 

Glenn swept two from arch¬ 
rival, Wayne Memorial, to 
build up its winning streak to a 


modest three games, but with 
the Western Lakes Conference 
battles lying ahead, Duffield is 
quick to point out that the road 
to the conference crown is 
filled with pitfalls. 

“Everyone has talent this 
year,” Duffield says, comment¬ 
ing on the powers to be in the 
conference.

Glenn’s only other victory 
came in the 400-meters where 
Derwich led the pack to the 
finish line. He turned in a 56.09 
in the victory. 

Glenn, which has won two of 
the last four Dearborn Elks ti¬ 
tles, wound up near the bottom 
of the pack on Saturday. The 
Rockets garnered only two 
points. 

The Elks title went to 
Plymouth-Salem. Rocks 
amassed a total of 51 points, 
seven more than host, Dear¬ 
born, which was runner-up 
with 44.

YWCA’s programs help kids 


Women of all ages, races 
and religious affiliation are 
showing their support for 
YWCA of Western Wayne 
County’s anti-drug programs 
by signing up for membership 
in the association. 

A membership drive is be¬ 
ing conducted through June 30 
to recruit support from the 
community for the YW- 
sponsored programs to help 
women and children avoid the 
pitfall of substance abuse and 
to work to attain a violence- 
free environment. 

“In after-school sessions, we 
are teaching youngsters the 
skills needed to resolve their 
problems without violence. 
They learn how to avoid con¬ 
flicts and how to walk away 
from potentially dangerous sit¬ 
uations,” said Julie Pietrzen, a 
YWCA youth worker and 
group coordinator. “Some chil¬ 
dren must walk past places 
where drugs are sold on their 
way to school, and others pass 
areas which could harbor 
other dangers. We help the 
children to develop skills to 
protect themselves from pre¬ 
sent and future dangers in 
their own communities.” 

Pietrzen said many of the 
children have concerns about 
being* kidnapped and fears of 
beings injured by bullies or 
adult predators. 

“If they bring fears to the 
group, I discuss their concerns 
with them privately, and, if the 
problem could be one that will 
face other children, we talk 
about it together in our ses¬ 
sion,” Pietrzen said. 

“We grow our own future 
leaders within our groups,” Pi¬ 
etrzen said. “The youth 
leaders of tomorrow will come 
from our groups of today.” 

Pietrzen said she was very 
proud to discover that the 

child who recently reported 
the presence of a gun in his 
school was a former member 
of the YW-sponsored after¬ 
school group. She believes that 
act illustrates that the lessons 
taught to the youngster remain 
with them. 

YWCA Executive Director 
Corinne Vincent said there are 
seven drug & violence preven¬ 
tion youth groups which meet 
at five locations. In addition to 
Pietrzen, school based support 
groups are facilitated by Mary 
Wooten, Laura Worch and Ab- 
ena Mahluli in Inkster, Dear¬ 
born Heights, Dearborn and 
the Plymouth-Canton and 
Wayne-Westland school dis¬ 
tricts. 


In October, the four facilita¬ 
tors, aided by YWCA staff 
members, sponsored a Week 
Without Violence March and 
Rally which attracted approx¬ 
imately 50 marchers. 

“It was a successful event. 
Drivers who passed us, honked 
their horns and waved to show 
their support,” Pietrzen said. 
“An 8-year-old girl gave a tou¬ 
ching speech in which she said 
that she supported the anti- vi¬ 
olence march because she had 
lost two uncles to violence.” 

She noted that children had 
submitted poems, slogans and 
art works to illustrate the anti¬ 


violence theme of the rally and 
march. 

Pietrzen said the anti¬ 
violence program she facili¬ 
tates is focusing on third-and 
fourth-graders at this time. 

“I hope that we can give 
children the skills and confi¬ 
dence now that they will need 
later when they are confronted 
with issues,” said Pietrzen. 
“We also want the children to 
know that we care about them 
and that they have someone 
they go to every week to talk

Still cruisin’ after all these years

Retirement....a time to 
travel, read all the books you 
Jvant, put your feet up and re¬ 
lax. Or you burn rubber at 140 
miles per hour in road races. 

’ That’s what local resident 
Peter Quenet does, and he 
does it well. His love affair 
with road racing began nearly 
40 years ago when he still lived 
in England and worked for 
Ford overseas. It continued 
when he came to New York 
City in 1961 to work for Ford, 
and four years later relocated 
to Dearborn to work for Ford 
Racing as a program manager. 

At that time, Quenet did not 
own or race cars because his 
job required him to employ 
and promote English drivers 
like racing legends Jim Clark 
and Graham Hill, and racing 
on his own would pose a con¬ 
flict of interest. 

; But then Ford Motor Co. got 
5‘green.” In the late 1960s, envi¬ 
ronmental issues were no 
longer in the back seat, so to 
$peak, and Ford got out of rac¬ 
ing for more than a decade. So, 
Quenet crossed over in his ca¬ 
reer, going to work for Ford en¬ 
gineering, and took off in his 
hobby-racing. 

*» Today, in his retirement, he 


races about six times a year, 
and teaches at the Sports Car 
Club of America (SCCA) driv¬ 
ing school. 

Last year, he reached a pin¬ 
nacle in his passion when he 
and his 1961 Anglia made it to 
the SCCA run offs in Ohio, an 
event in which only the points 
winners compete. “It’s the am¬ 
ateur driver’s equivalent of the 
World Series,” Quenet said. 

“That was one of my goals 
before I hang up my hat,” he 
continues. “From now on, I’ll 
probably just race locally.” 
Finishing near the middle, he 
said he was pleased with his 
performance. 

An engineer by trade, 
Quenet says the mechanical 
end of owning and driving his 
car satisfies him. He races in 
the GT class, which allows 
nearly any automotive mod¬ 
ification a driver desires. 
“There are virtually no rules 
other than engine size,” 
Quenet said. “You virtually 
can build a car from scratch.” 
And he did. The only original 
piece left on his Anglia is the 
roof. 

Besides satisfying his intel¬ 
lect and penchant for automo¬ 
tive design, Quenet said the 
sport is relaxing. Never mind 
the dangerously high speeds. 
Quenet says he only goes 140 


miles per hour on the straight¬ 
aways; he has to slow down for 
corners. Besides, he adds, 
“You’re not aware of the 
speed, but you do need good 
brakes when you come to a cor¬ 
ner.” 

Mostly, he said, it’s the thrill 
that keeps him and his peers- 
from all walks of life and every 
age from their teens to their 
late 70s- driving.

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Rouge is a smart investment in Michigan

If the Rouge River Wet 
Weather Demonstration Pro¬ 
ject can be judged by the com¬ 
pany it keeps, than it’s doing 
OK. 

This past Monday, I was for¬ 
tunate enough to be present at 
an economic summit pre¬ 
sented by the Southern Wayne 
County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the Downriver Commu¬ 
nity Conference, the 
Southeastern Michigan Coun¬ 
cil of Governments and The 
Public Forum Institute. The 
meeting was a who’s who of 
policy makers and business 
leaders including people like 
Congressman John D. Dingell, 
US Commerce Secretary Will¬ 
iam M. Daley and Chairman of 
the Board of the Ford Motor 
Company, William Clay Ford. Jr. 

It was in every sense an eco¬ 
nomic summit aimed at ad 
dressing those issues which 
further or hinder the eco¬ 
nomic success of the Down¬ 
river or Metro Shores region 
and the whole of southeastern 
Michigan in general. 

The Chairman of the Ford 
Motor Company was the first to 
speak. In his comments he ad¬ 
dressed four major issues: He 
encouraged all business 


owners to prepare themselves 
to compete electronically on a 
global basis. 

He defined the differences 
between a good company and a 
great company saying that a 
great company is one willing to 
hold itself responsible for 
things that improve the quality 
of life. The third was fuel cell 
technology and the fourth was 
the Rouge Project. 

What? The Rouge Project? 
What does William Clay Ford, 
Jr., care about the Rouge Pro¬ 
ject? As it turns out he cares 
quite a bit about the Rouge 
project. In fact, he even invited 
Congressman Dingell to cele¬ 
brate its eventual success by 
joining him for an afternoon of 
fly fishing behind Fairlane (the 
mansion, not the mall). He spoke 
of the effort like he was person¬ 
ally involved, he know how many 
communities were working to¬ 
gether and considered the co¬ 
operation they have shown one 
another as proof that cleaning 
the River is more than just 
possible, it’s probable. 

That’s one of the reasons I 
know this will be successful. 
Look at the kind of people that 
have a real intense personal 
interest in the success of the 
restoration effort.

Hammons progress 


amazes her doctors

Belleville area resident Ka¬ 
thy Hammons has amazed her 
doctors. Fund raiser and com¬ 
munity activist Bob Thorne an¬ 
nounced that only weeks after 
her stem cell transplant, her 
stem cells are at a normal 
level, “just like yours or mine, 
and the doctors are amazed by 
it.” 

Thorne said Hammons, the 
39-year-old wife and mother, 
has a trying year ahead of her, 
though, because she must 
build her immune system back 
to normal functioning levels. 

Hammons has suffered from 
Lupus for the last 20 years, a 


chronic autoimmune disease 
in which the immune system 
becomes hyperactive and at¬ 
tacks normal tissue. In Ham¬ 
mons’s case, the disease was 
attacking her lungs. 

The community rallied 
around Hammons, raising 
funds for the experimental 
treatment and transplant 
which she received in Chicago. 

Thorne said the schools 
were particularly helpful, hos¬ 
ting fund raisers and offering 
support. Thorne announced 
that she will likely be able to 
return to Belleville soon, and 
the family wished to express 
their deep appreciation for the 
community’s support and ef¬ 
forts.
